H IÑ A T E . 


Sacramento, January 15, 1SS0. 
The Senate m et at 10 a. m., pursuant to adjourn­ 
m ent, Pres der.t Mansfield in the chuir. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
Journal of yesterday approved. 


SPECIAL OHDKRt—RULE 6. 
The Senate then took up tjfc special order made 
last evening, which was the appeal from the decision 
of the President, holding th at all bills m ust be read 
three times at length. 
The P resident—The Chair, in explanation of its 
ruling, de-ires to state th »t he is perfectly familiar 
with the rule of parliamentary construction as con­ 
tended for by the Chairman of the Committee on 
Rules, the Senator from the Fifteenth, supported by 
the fcenator from the Fourteenth, the C airman of 
the Committee on Judiciary, but will call the atten ­ 
tion of the Senators and of the Senate to another 
equally familiar rule of construction, and followed 
by al! Courts ; and th at is. in case of doubt on ques­ 
tions upon contracts or other w ritten instrum ents, 
the Courts seek the intention of the parties through 
other (tortious of the same instrum ent, or the cir­ 
cumstances uuder which it was executed. Following 
the latter rule, he has only to look at the judgm ent 
of the committee of the Convention as expressed in 
its address to the people, which it adopted as its 
o.\n, and by its order was seut out with the Consti­ 
tution, which contains the exact language contended 
for and the interpretation of its own solemn a ct as 
they understood it, with the reasons for it. 
It is to 
prevent hasty and vicious legislation. The people 
accented this construction and adopted the Consti 
tution, and the Chair thinks that it is the duty of 
the Legislature and the Courts to follow th at con­ 
struction strictly, and if it is found inconvenient 
and injurious, bv reason of its delay in legislation, 
let it he ameuded and subm itted to the people at 
the next election. 
A NEW PLAN. 
Mr. Sears—I desire to offer a resolution, and sim­ 
ply state what it is in order that the Senate may 
perhaps not object to its introduction. 
After the 
discussion here List night and the differences of 
opinion by lawyers and others for whose opinions I 
have great respect, I came to the conclusion that it 
would be better to ask the opinion of the Supreme 
Court of the State upon this very im portant ques­ 
tion. 
I therefore drat' ed a resolution which re­ 
quests the Supreme Court to give us its opinion on 
this question, and, by permission of the Senate, I 
will introduce it. 
The Secretary read the resolution, as follows : 
W h e r e a s , a doubt exists in the minds of many 
members of the Senate and Assembly of the State 
of California now in session as to the proper con­ 
struction of Section 15 of Article IV. of the Consti 
tution, relative to reading hill*.; and whereas, the 
validity of ull laws passed by the twenty-third ses­ 
sion of the Legislature may be involved by the pro­ 
ceeding and j trac Lice of such Legislature concern­ 
ing the reading of bills; and whereas, it is of great 
importance to the State that an opini m concerning 
said section of the Constitution should be obtained 
from the highest judicial tribunal of tbe State ; 
therefore be it 
Ue&olved by the Senate, the Assembly concurring, 
That we request the Supreme Court of the State to 
give its opinion upon the following questions: 
First, is it manda ory upon ti e Legislature to read 
all bills at length upon their first and seco d read­ 
ings'.' Secoud, if a bill, i stead of b.ing road at 
length, have only its title read for the first and sec­ 
ond reading, then the bill for the third reading be 
read at length on its final passage, would such prac­ 
tice fully comply with said section of tbe Constitu­ 
tion iu regard to the reading of bills? 
Mr. Sears said he was aware th at it would be dis­ 
cretionary with the Supreme Court w hether they 
would give an opinion or not, but he believed they 
would. 
Mr. Sattf.rwiiitk was opposed to the adoption of 
the resolution, on the ground that the Supreme 
Court would not be likely to give an opinion, and, if 
they did, it would not be binding on them when they 
came to construe a law uftcr its passage. 
Mr. Chase held th at the Senate should decide 
upon their own rules and not appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 
If they would go on and read all bills three 
times by title ihey were safe. 
Mr. N e u m a n n d ii not believe in seeking counsel 
from the Supremu Court on the adoption of the 
rules. 
Mr. Baker spoke in favor of tbe resolution, and 
suggested that some of the Senators be sent to pre­ 
sent the case fairly to the Supreme Court with the 
argum ents on both sides. 
Mr. Esos was opposed to the resolution, and 
thought the only way to be sure they were right 
was to read all bills th rte times at length. 
Mr. W e n d e l l favored the resolution. The Assem­ 
bly were passing bills which were only read by title 
on their first reading, and even if the bi Is were 
read three times at length in the Senate they would 
not be constitutional, if the Supreme Court after­ 
wards held three readings at length in each house 
to bd necessary. 
Mr. C h u n k y favored the adoption of the resolu­ 
tion. 
lie had been of the ► pinion th at the Con­ 
stitution clearly required the reading of all bills 
three times at length, from examining the address 
sent out with the Constitution. On learning the 
m anner 
in 
which 
that 
address 
had 
been 
framed and adopted he was in doubt and thought it 
well to ask f ir on opinion from the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Conger held th at the only safe way was to 
read all hills at length three times. 
Mr. Davls believed that the • onstitution required 
three readings of each bill at length, but as the As­ 
sembly had adopted tbe opposite rule it was of no 
use for the Senate to enter upon it. He should vote 
for the resolution in order to get an opinion from 
the Supreme court. 
ITS HISTORY. 
Mr. Burt gave the history of tbe proceedings of 
the Constitutional Convention on this subject, and 
of the hurried adoption of the address th at accom­ 
panied it. 
He said th a t the address did not ema­ 
nate from the committee appointed for that purjwee 
by the Chairman of the Convention, but by a 
committee of members that had been requested 
to prepare it by a m ajority of the members. 
This committee met and parceled out the differe.it 
parts of the Constitution among them. 
Each drew 
up his part in rough notes, and these all were 
turned over to the Clerk, who wrote them all out 
together. The legislative departm ent was tiie share 
of Mr. Filcher of Placer, 
ilu had seen Mr. Filcber 
a few days since, and th at gentleman said he did 
not remember having put m the words “ read at 
length ” as they appear in the address, ami could not 
tell whether he did it or whether it had been dono 
by the Clerk. At nil events, Mr. Filcher told him 
that it was his understanding of it that it was not 
m eant th at the hills should he read at length full 
three times, but only ou the final passage. Tnat was 
also his opinion of it. 
Mr. M o r k l a n i» stated th at his opinion was the 
same as that of Mr. Burt, and his recollection of the 
m anner in which the address was gotten up was the 
same, as he was on that committee. 
Mr West agreed with the last two gentlemen os 
to the history of the address, but b.licved th at it 
was intended th at ail hills should be read three 
times at length. 
Mr. Glascock alsa believed that the intent was to 
have all bills read three times by title. 
Mr. Dickinson argued iu favor of the three read­ 
ings and opposed the resolution. 
lie thought it 
best to pass u bill and subm it a case to the Supreme 
Court. 
Mr. Lampson agreed with the posit'on taken by 
Mr. Burt and Mr. Moreland, and corroborated their 
statem ents in regard to the history of the uddre-8. 
Mr. G o r m a n b e lie v e d t h e i n t e n t w j s t o h a v e a ll 
b ills read t h r e e tim e -, a t le n g th . 
He w a s o p p o s e d to 
t h e r e s o lu t i o n o r to t a k i n g any o t h e r c o u r s e . 
Mr. B r o w n spoke briefly in favor of the resolu­ 
tion.

The Senate went |into executive si-srion to con­ 
sider the apfxiiuuuent of George S. Evans, of San 
Joaquin county, as ¡state Harbor Commissioner ; J. 
K. Look, of San Joaquin county, o. Harvey, of Sac- 
raraeii,«» county, Robert Watt, of Marin county, and 
Donald McLennan, of San Francisco, as Directors of 
the Insane Asylum. 
The first two appointments were taken up sepa­ 
rately and on a call of the roll unanimously con­ 
firmed. 
The question came on the appointm ent of Obed 
Harvey. 
Mr. ft a tter white—Obed Ilarvey is not a fit per­ 
son to bold this place from the vote we took the 
other day, bu t I am in hopes that the Senate will 
change iu views on this subject and confirm Obed 
Harvev, for the reason th at Governor Irwin believed 
him to be a lit man, and becaU’se his Excellency 
Governor Perkins disagrees with this senate ar.d be­

The Senate unanimously confirmed the nomina­ 
tion « f u . Harvey. 
The nominations of Robert W att and Donald Mc­ 
Lennan were abo confirmed. 
Charles D. Bunker, as Commissioner of Emmigra- 
tion, was confirmed. 
John F. Sheehan, as Brigadier-General, was con- 
firmtd. 
The nominations of H. Gibbons, C. C. Mason. J. 
P Whitney and W. R. Ciuness, a9 members of tbe 
State Board of Health, were confirmed unanimously. 


a new departure. 
Tlic appointm ent of Dr. C. W. Brevfogle as mem­ 
ber of the State Board of Health then came up, and 
brought forth cm siderab e discussion. 
Mr. Rowell said that he wished most respectfully 
to protest against the confirma! ion of the appoint­ 
m ent, without any personal feeling against Dr. 
Brcvfo.-le or any di-resjiect to the Governor. 
He 
wished to state that the name of l)r. Brevfogle does 
not appear among the list of regular practitioners of 
the .Mate, but appears among the homeopathic prac­ 
titioners. 
It had heretofore been the custom to 
fill the State Board of Health with regular grad 
uates. There had been for a long time a feeling of 
dislike, or rather a want of harmony, between the 
medical professions. 
If Ur. Brevfogle is confirmed 
it would immediately create dissensions, and he was 
told th at no member of the Board who may al­ 
ready have been app«)iuted or confirmed will serve 
on Btich a Board. 
It would not be in accordance 
with the previous custom. 
It would not do any 
good, and wouid do harm. 
In protesting against 
the confirmation of Dr. Brevfogle he had no leeliug 
of discourtesy to Governor 
Pei kins, nor had 
he any special dislike to 
Dr. 
Breyfogle. 
He 
hoped 
the 
Senate 
wouhl 
refuse 
to 
confirm 
this nomination. 
He wbhed to state further that 
Governor Perkins savs th at it is not for the purpose 
if creating dissension that he makes this appoint­ 
ment. The request that he should appoint one of 
the homeop.ithie 
practitioners 
had been quite 
earnestly urged and he had given his word that he 
would uppoint one, and therefore he had sent in the 
name of Dr. Breyfogle. 
Mr. Baker Baid th at as Dr. Breyfogle was from the 
county that he represented he wished to indorse his 
character as a man and his standing in the commu­ 
nity in which he lived. 
He should vote to confirm 
the appointment. 
Mr. Ciikney also favored the confirmation < f the 
appointment. 
He held a man who had a certificate 
from the Homeopathic Board to be as regularas any 
other. 
Mr. E n o s denounced the opposition to the con­ 
firmation of a man on account of the particular 
brunch of medicine he practiced as an attem pt at 
proscription. 
Mr. Coxokr favored the confirmation of the ap 
pointmcnt. 
Mr. Zuck confirmed w hat Mr. Baker had said in 
relation to Dr Brevfogle. 
He was a physician who 
liad the entire confidence of his whole county. 
Mr. Chase favored the confirmation and honored 
the Governor f r breaking over the iron-clad system 
of monopoly that had controlled the action of legis­ 
latures and boards of medical men. 
Mr. L ampeón took the same i*osition substantially 
as Mr. Rowell. 
Mr. N eumann would vote against the confirmation 
because ifewould cause dissension iu the Board aud 
could do no good. 
Mr. J o h n s o n favored the confirmation and de­ 
nounced any form of proscription. 
He did not 
believe in ostracizing n man on account of the par­ 
ticular school of medicine he practiced. He believed 
iu the homeopathic treatm ent. H euave the history 
of the Homeopathic Board of Health in Sacramento, 
and held that the city was better for the change. 
The roll was called and the appointm ent was con­ 
firmed by a vote of 25 ayes to 11 noes.

TIIE DELEGATION FIGHT AGAIN. 
After Senate Bill No. 9, in relation to the price of 
gas in cities having over 100,00» inhabitants, was 
read, Mr. N f.UMAN-: moved that it be referred to the 
San Francisco delegation. 
Mr. .Johnson moved th at it be referred to the 
C m mittee on Corp «rations. 
He thought that 
question had been decided yesterday. 
Mr. N e u m a n n opposed the motion, and urged that 
as San Francisco was the only place affected by the 
bill it ought to go to that delegation, 
lie ha«l voted 
yesterday to refer the bill to the Committee on J u ­ 
diciary b cause it contained questions of law to be 
determined, bu t he had then stated, and now* re­ 
peated, th at there were hills th at ou£ht t«> go to the 
San Francisco delegation. 
Mr. Enos warmly advocated the reference of the 
hill to the San Francisco delegation 
II 3 alluded 
pointedly to the interest which Senator Raker of 
of Santa Clara appeared to take in San Francisco 
affairs, and to his opposition to any recognition of 
the San Francisco delegation. 


A WAl.M DEBATE. 
Mr. B aker gave the reasons why he considered all 
hills should go to some standing committee of the 
Senate. 
I11 the course of his rem arks he «aid that 
the gentleman fr«>m the Thirteenth (Mr. Enos) did 
n«jt own a foot of land in San Francisco. 
lie «;on- 
tinued : 
1 am casting no insinuations aud making 


110 charges at all. 
I am simply defending nivselr 
from the sneers and flings th at have come from the 
honorable 
gentleman who has ju st taken 
his 
seat, and from the member from the Tenth, though 
he clothed it in the words of a different tongue. I am 
merely defending myself when I state upon the floor 
of this Senate tnat, as small taxpayer as I am in 
th at city, I pay five times as much taxes as the ma­ 
jority of the delegation, as at present constituted, 
pay altogether. Therefore I ha.e a right, and 1 
state it 011 this floor. The m ajority of the ban 
Francisco delegation pay $33 and some cents taxes 
to the State 01 California and the city of ftan Fran- 
cDco, and four of them do not pay a cent. 
Now, 
Mr. President, where are these bills*to go ? I make 
no charge ; I expressly disclaim i t ; but when it is 
charged th at I pay m«Te attention to the interest of 
the city and county of San Francisco than I have a 
right to, I return it with all the indignation and 
contem pt of a taxpayer for the charge and for ilfl 
author. 
I am a Senator, not of Santa Clara, but of 
tbe State of Calrornia. 
I have interest», though 
they be not great, in the city of San Francisco, and 
1 have fnem ls who have interests which num ber 
many thousand,times the interests of a m ajority of 
the San Francisco delegation. 
Therefore 1 claim 
that I have a riyht, an inal enable right, which I

He 
held that the real reason w hvthis effort was made to 
refer tnesa bills to the San Francisco delegation was 
th at the ban Francisco delegation m ight have a 
Chairman and a clerk to do its work. The whole 
purpose was th at the m ajority of th at delegation 
m ight name a clerk, who should do the work of the 
delegation, or at least of the majority. 
It was a 
well-known fact th at they came to the Capital with 
tb rir clerk selected, and that was the whole purpose 
of the filibustering la«t night. 
He hoped the bi 1 
would go to the Committee on Corporations. 
Mr. S k a r s raised the point of order that 110 dis­ 
cussion was in «-rder 011 the m erits of the bill, and 
that it should be confined to the question of refer­ 
ence. 
Mr. J o h n s o n hoped there would be no cutting off 
of the «lehate. 
He wanted the speakers to have a 
fair field and a free argument, and let their nm tto 
be “ Lay on, Macduff, and damned be he who first 
cries hold, enough!” 
Mr. Conger replied .at some length to the remarks 
of Mr. Baker. 
He had be«-n deeply pained at the 
remarks of the Senator.

Clara.

under the flag of their country, and upheld its 
honor upon a hundred battle-fields of this country. 
They were meo who could discuss questions of pol­ 
icy as fairly and intelligently as the constituency 
the gentleman claimed to represent. 
He not. only 
represented his own partv but be represented the 
honest portion of the Republican party in the Ninth 
Senatorial District 
He received nearly a thousand 
votes of that party. 
He had himself stpod in rms 
to uphold the flag ot this country. 
He threw hack 
into the gentlem an’s teeth with increased scorn the 
contem pt he uttered f«ir th men he represented. 
He was iu favor of the reference of the bill to the 
ban Francisco delegation. 
Mr. D i c k i n s o n siso f a v o r e d the refenmce of the 
bill to the San Francisco delegation, and deprecated 
the rem arks of the Senator from banta Clara. These 
were bills that would uffect only San Francisco, ami 
th at delegation ought to be reccgnized and have 
such bills referred to them. 


A SHA HP RETURN FIRE. 
Mr. E n o s— I have discussed the m erits of this hill 
sufficiently to give the Senate the underbuilding 
th at it was of a character that should be referred 10 
tha San Francisco delegation. 
I m ust confess that I 
had some local pride when I announced my views to 
this Seuate that it should he referre«l, and th at we 
should not be ignored as a delegation from that city, 
i have not intentionally, if 1 have done it at ull, 
injured the pers«>nal feelings of any Senator on 
this floor; I have no acknowledgments to »• ake 
to the distinguished gentleman from banta C lara; 
1 have not impugned the lofty integrity, the intel i- 
ironce, the wealth or virtue of his conrtituento; 1 
concede th at they rank among the first iu the State, 
and I trust th at the record th at he shall make on 
this floor will reflect the sentim ents and the honor 
and the integrity of th at constituency. 
But when 
the learned gentrleinan makes a personal assault 
u|w»n me and my associates that represent the dele­ 
gation from ban Francisco, it is iny duty not .to 
uiirl them baok upon his weak and feeble physical 
structure, for he is illy prepared for a physical en­ 
counter v i:h me, I know ; and he shall receive the 
charity and the sym pathy which the strong should 
ever give to the weak, and I extend to him the 
shield of my generosity and the protecting tegis of 
my own good-uature. 
1 shall have no trenchant 
blades for him to break, f.»r 1, mv\-elf, go unarmed. 
I have no furiou¿ blows to give, for I am harmless 
and uover strike. 
I shall fear none th at he may aim 
at me, for they will fall harmless at my fe e t; but 
when the gentleman^asks this significant question, 
“ Who sent him here?” —it is my province and pleas­ 
ure and duty to reply, I am seut, Mr. President, as 
a benat r on this floor from the Thirteenth Dis­ 
trict, receiving more votes than are in all Santa 
Clara county ; I am sent from a district who«e gen­ 
eral intelligence and wealth takes the front rank in 
the advance-guard of Christian civilizaron. 
I am 
sent here by an intelligent constituency who never 
betrayed their 
country's flag, «»r ever turned 
their back upon the invaders of their country; 
1 am sent here bv a constituency not run by politi­ 
cians; I am sent here in the direct teeth of opposi­ 
tion of every jxditical convention that assembled in 
the Thirteenth ben torial D istrict; I am sent here 
by the Workingmen, 
by 
their votes aud by 
their voices, and 
by 
the 
sympathy 
of 
the 
working women of the Thirteenth Senatorial Dis­ 
trict. They may not have their names enrolled on 
the tax list for an equal amount as the distinguished 
Senator from banta Clara, but every dollar the}* have 
got, every bit of property they own. they have got it 
honestly, not by stock speculations or the freaks of 
fortune* 
They have earned their bread aud their 
property by the sweat of their brow ; and I will ask 
my distinguished friend to go and do likewise. 
W hat? 
Mr. President., when 1 heard that I repre­ 
sented a lawless rabble -well, I should never return 
to my constituency without I denounced such lan­ 
guage as unbecoming and insulting on the floor of 
the Senate. 
W hat rabble? They are the noble 
handiwork of God ; they obey His dictation, and 
earn their bread by the sweat of their brow. 
They 
live honestly and purely. 
W hat a magnificent dem­ 
onstration is brought here in the searching of the 
records ! What a magnificent exhibition oi breadth 
of mind have we seen here by the learned Senator, 
learching over the records of the city and county of 
ban Francisco to see how much property the work­ 
ingmen represent. 
Why, Daniel Webster was never 
engaged iu such high toned work as th a t! 
Henry 
Clay, with all the versatility of his leaping and 
bounding genius, never thought of such a grand 
idea to assail his opponents! 
W hat! 
D a property 
qualification to be the measure or standard of excel­ 
lence? Is th at to be the stepping-stone to the Sen­ 
atorial forum ? I answei, No ! bo much for search­ 
ing the records. 
Now, 1 believe I have .answered .all th at is neces­ 
sary ; but before I resume my seat I wish to pay a 
compliment to mv distinguished friend from Sacra­ 
mento for the kimluess of giving us a fair and free 
discussion. 
He has shown a willingness th at no 
previous question, or 110 rule of order, or no tech­ 
nicality may sh u t of this discussion. 
I have in­ 
sisted that this question properly belonged to t tie 
San Francirco delegation ; it is a m atter which in­ 
terests us clone. 
1 would ask the learned gentle­ 
man if lie or his wife or children live in ban Francisco 
and pay gas-tax ? Excuse me, 1 understand he is a 
bachelor; no wonder then th at he has acquired 
weaith. 
We poor feilows th at have wives and chil­ 
dren to support aud to rear our domestic homes, we 
have been burdened all through our lives with these 
heavy iucum brauces; but l.e has been as free as the 
bracing air in I11» bachelorhood, and 110 wonder he is 
wealthy. 
Now, Mr. President, the question that was de­ 
cided here yesterday was purely one «-! a judicial 
character, that operated upon the LnimU of many 
.Senators ; but this is a bill that solely interests the 
San Francisco delegation. 
I trust th at this debate 
will settle this question as to whether we are to be 
recognized as a delegation and ¡ ave charge < f our 
own local interests. 
I have been selected as Chair­ 
man of the delegation, not in the m anner which the 
gentleman from banta Clara describes, not with that 
purfKJSe or that view, but 1:1 uiimou^ly. The Re­ 
publicans and the Workingmen selected me as their 
Chairman. 
Every day I receive almost a score <»f 
letters from citizens of my btatn, of all political 
parties, men *»f vast wealth, men that are poor, 
men in the middle wilks of life, and how cun 1 an­ 
swer these w ithout 1 am recognized, and my delega­ 
tion is recognized on the floor <»f this Senate? Shall 
I turn this correspondence over to the Committee 011 
Corporations? And who is better qualified to look 
after our interests than the delegation th at has been 
sent here from ban Francisco? It is for these, 
reasons, Mr. President, th at I have strenuously 
urged th at this bill he referred to our delegation.

Roll called and quorum 
present. 
Prayer by Rev. Mr. Henderson. 
Un motion of Mr. T y l e r the reading of the jour­ 
nal was dispensed with. 
Leave oi absence was granted to Mr. McCarty of 
Lake on account of sickness in his family. 
Mr. Cameron made a report from the Committee 
on A ttaches,reporting back the resolution» allowing 
c rtaui committee clerks, with a recommendation 
that they be not adopted. 
The resolutions were voted down. 


THE CONTESTED SEAT. 
Mr. Cameron, from the Committee 011 Elections, 
reported b»-ck the papers referred to that committee 
in relation to the contest of Kellogg vs. Mul hoi land, 
the sitting member, and set forth in their report 
that none «»f the acts required by law in such cases 
had been complied with, and no specific charges of 
illegality set forth, endinz with the recommendation 
that said Charles Jdulnolland be declared the right­ 
ful member. 
The report was adopted unanimously. 
Mr. Fox presented a repon «rom the Committee 
on Judiciary, recommending the passage of Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 93, in relation to assistants for County 
Clerks. They also made the same recommendation 
w ith regard to Assembly Bill No. 28. They recom­ 
mend that Assembly Bill No. 18— an Act to repeal 
Section 420 of the Penal Code— do not pass. Also 
recommend th a t Assembly Bill No 26 be passed. 
AirO, Assembly Bill No. 8, recommending ¡ossage 
us amended. 
Mr. W a l k e r presented a minority report from the 
same committee in regard to Assembly Bill No. 8, 
recommending that it be passed without the amend­ 
ments made by the committee. 
Mr. Sdkkrvkx, from the Committee on Engross­ 
m ent, reported th at Assembly Billa N*.s. 2, 7 and 12 
bad been correctly engrossed. 
Mr. York, from the joint committee on looking 
into the heating apf»aratus, reported that they had 
examined into the facilities for heating the building, 
recommending th at a wood shed be erected to cover 
the wood, that an a.isi«tant engineer lie employed by 
the Secretjsy of State, th at belter wood be procured, 
and tnat an examination be made of all the pipes 
leading to the Chambers. 
The resolutions were adopted.

Provides for precinct Boards of Registration, to be 
app inted by the Boar t of Supervisors in the same 
m anner as Boards of Election are now appointe«t. 
These Boards m ust hold a session of at least two 
days ihirtv days previous to etch general election, 
anJ make a precinct register, on which they must 
place all the names appearing on ♦ he registei last 
used except the names of person*» that have since 
died or removed, and m ust keep a ii to n which shall 
be placed the names of applicants not yet entitled to 
registrati n, but will be so two days previous to the 
day of election, *«■ ben they may appear and have 
their registration perfected.]

Mr. T yler m ved to reject the bill. 
My reasons 
are th is: We have a great deal of work to do. 
If 
members will insist upon introducing bills he e, and 
then call for their reading at length, a bill, too, 
which clearly violates the Constitution, it seems to 
mu th at we should reject them 
Mr. Maybkll—The gentleman seems to object to 
this bill simply because I demiu.dod its reading on 
the ground of constitutionality. 
Now the reason 
1 demanded the reading of the bill is, th at it nm> be 
in accordance with the Constitution iu case that it 
should be held by the Courts to he necessary. 
Thu 
reason I offer th at bill is to tak« the education of our 
children out of the nasty pool of politics. 
The 
Boards of the several counties, previous to au elec­ 
tion, send out circulars proposing a reduction of 
salarie». The result is there is a great sensation 
among the teachers. 
They hold a little caucus, and 
it is said they g«* and “ see ” the honorable brokers 
who procured them their election. 
I say th at it is 
high time that the e 1 ucation of our children should 
he taken out of polities and placed in the hands of 
the Superior Courts. 
Mr. Bkaunhart—The gentleman from Alameda is 
repeatedly making motions to reject bills. 
It was 
only the other day th at I offered a bill here, and the 
gentleman moved to reject it. 
1 pro pose to intro­ 
duce that bill again. 
1 want to see it established as 
a rule here that no bill shall be rejected unless it is 
insolent or couched in unparliamentary language. 
3Ir. Fox—Mr. Speaker, I am not partial to a mo­ 
tion to reject bills. There are some good points in 
the bill, perhaps, but it 19 certainly unconstitutional. 
But I would not be in favor of a motion to re je c t; I 
would rather allow the author to withdraw a bill 
that has clearly unconstitutional provisions. 
Now 
we have all taken an oath to support the Constitu­ 
tion, and I believe the gentleman from San Fran­ 
cisco is striving consc entiouslv to obey the mandate 
of the organic* law. 
But it seems to me that lie lias 
by some 
oversight presented 
a bill 
ciearlv 
in conflict with the 
Constitution. 
The Con­ 
stitution provides th at thn powers of this gov­ 
ernm ent shall be divided iuto three several depart­ 
ments, legislative, executive and judicial, and no 
person charged with the exercise of the powers 
properly belonging to one departm ent shall exercise 
any of the functions pertaining to either of the oth­ 
ers, etc. 
So that the executive powers and duties 
of the Government cannot be delegated to the Su­ 
perior Judges. 
Mr. Sfence 11 Mr. Speaker, I had thought that all 
had equal rights here, 
i ha«l thought th at this was 
a representative body, that each member upon this 
floor was the peer of the others. A member «>f this 
bod}- has introduced a bill here in accordance, 110 
doubt, with his judgm ent and honest conviction Of 
right. 
I am opjH>scd, sir, to silting here and re­ 
fusing to consider any bill. 
I am not here o argue 
whether the biil is right or whether it is constitu­ 
tional. 
But, sir, I call the members’ attention to 
the fact tjiat they are directing themselves into a 
dangerous custom when they establish a precedent 
here that we shall here consider the constitutionality 
ot the bill on its first presentation. 
1 hope the mo­ 
tion to reject the bill will not be sustained. 
Mr. May—31r. Speaker, upon all occasions it is 
with great reluctance that 1 tiring myself to vote 
for the rejection of a bill presented by ’a member of 
this House, and particularly it is painful to me to 
fee compelled to vote for the rejection of a bill pre­ 
sented by a colleague from San Francisco. To my 
mind the reason assigned by the gentleman who 
presented it why it should become a law is tbe very 
reason it should not be. He remarks that the school 
departm ent of San Francisco is in the filthy jmx»1 of 
politics. 
It may have fallen into error. 
Mr. Maybkll— Allow me to correct the gentleman. 
I did not say San Francisco alone. 
Mr. May—Mv hearing is not the b is \ 
I under­ 
stood him to say ih at preceding the last election 
pome men had been turned out and other men ami 
women turned in for political purposes. 
Probably 
I misunderstood him. 
There was an echo of the 
sort floating through the room. 
Ana now 1 gay to 
the gentleman that instead of taking the school de­ 
partm ent out «d politics he would by his hill drag 
the ermine down into it. One «>f the great evils of 
the fiast in this State has been that jioiiticians have 
used the judiciary to pull their chestnuts out of the 
fire. 
It has occurred over and over again in Sau 
Francisco, and the very first Act that was passed by 
the Legislature at this session was to undo a piece 
of work of that sort. 
When it was desirabL- for Sail 
Francisco particularly to accomplish some object it 
was provided that the Judge of some Court, ..r the 
Judge of some other Court should do this thing 
or 
th at 
thing, 
and 
they 
always 
did 
it. 
They 
always 
obe>ed 
the 
mandate 
of 
the men who stood behind them and pull the wires, 
ami the ermine was dragged down into the fil hy 
pool. That vas one of th*; things which the fn m ers 
<»i the Constitution determined, in their wbdom, to 
stop forever and a «lav. The gentleman has very 
ably presented sc; . ral reasons why this bll was un­ 
constitutional. 
1 have another reason: The Consti­ 
tution says they (the Judges) shall be ineligible to 
any other office **r position. 
That is absolutely con­ 
clusive. This bill is certainly dearly u constitu­ 
tional. 
Mr. Y o rk -M r. Speaker, I am opposed on general 
principles to establishing the precedent which we. 
arc likely to establish, 
i do not think it necessary 
to go into a discussion <>f the constitutionality of aii 
Act up . . 11 its first presentation t«» this House*. I am 
opposed to it upon general principies—first, because 
w e are opening the door to discussions here which 
will consume the valuable timo of ’he members, and 
1 believe it is the duty .-f the Committee on Judi­ 
ciary to look these bills through, and if they dis- 
covcr an; thing w rong to report 1 l.e same back to the 
House. 
I would not place a gag upon any man. 
I 
s and here upon this floor a Republican through and 
through, ¡uní I do not believe iu the narrow spirit 
th at would place a bull-dog at. the door of this hall 
t«> shut out hills from party spirit. 
Mr. T yler—1 suppose tuc gentleman from Santa 
Clara hvs been to a dog fight somewhere. 
Now 
when a gentleman guts up here and says that this is 
not a proper motion to make he shows his ignorai ce 
of parliamentary law 
Mr. York—I rise to a point of order. 
I did not so 
state. 
Mr. Tyler—I did not charge th at he did. 
I had 
n«> reference to him. 
Now 1 am ju st as much <»p- 
posed as any man to the practice of rejecting bills. 
But it is one f the first rules of practice th at if any 
objection is made to a bill the qtn stion shall be shall 
the hill be rejected? Now if there could he trie 
slightest doubt in <*ur minds as to the constitution- 
a lrv of the hill, I would not make th at motion 
Neither would I make the motion u p m the ground 
th at it is unwise legislation, because that involve» 
the m erits of tbe bill. 
I know my friend would not 
intentionally introduce a bill th at is in conflict with 
tiie Constitution, but this bill is s.* clearly in con­ 
flict with the organic law th at I think .t ought to be 
rejected. 
Mr. Maybkll— I sec that I have woke the legal 
lum inary aud run against a snag. 
I expected that. 
I s-.e the gi»o«l of having a bill rc-a«l here before it is 
referred to a committee. 
Now we see what the bill 
is. 
The very* able gentleman from Alameda, and 
the Republican glailiator from Santa Clara— 
T he speaker—The gentleman w 11 not refer to 
the gentlemen on the floor----- 
Mr. M a y b k l l— I would like to know if eulogizing 
is unparliam entary 
The Speaker -N o, sir ; but it is not in order to 
allude to the gentleman as a gladiator. 


MR. MAYBKLL REPLIES. 
Mr. Matbbll—'Now, sir, I notice when you wake 
up one <>f these legal luminaries it puts me in mind 
of the individual whowas endowed with great psycho 
logical powers, and could take up a white handker­ 
chief and say, “ This & black is handkerchief.”

turn it over and over, until the g¡>ot grew and grew, 
aud at length covered the whole handkerchief, and 
at last the fellow would say, “ Yea, verily, it is a 
black handkerchief.” These legal gentlemen will 
take a single word, and mumble over it, hurl law­ 
books at it, bomlKird it with the Constitution, until 
finally the house is psychologized and ready to ex­ 
claim, “ Yea, verily, law means what it don’t mean, 
and don’t mean what it doe» mean.” Now if there 
is anything good in th at hill—and the gentleman 
says there is—let it go to the committee and be 
made to conform to the Constitution. 
3ir. Carr—31 r Speaker, I think it is perfectly 
proper, if we wish to reject a bill, to reject i t ; ami 
I think this bill, being unconstitutional, would so 
disarrange our educational system as that we would 
have no system at all. 
I as a teacher am opposed to 
the hill coming in here. 
In reg.rd to the grtod 
yxdnts, take the unconstitutional parts out of ♦.he 
bill and there would t»e no g«»»d [«nuts left. 
Bv permission the author was allowed to withdraw 
the bill.

Section 2 fixes the salaries of Com­ 
missioners at 9150 ; Chief Engineer $200, «vid three 
assistants $125 each; Superintendent of Steamers, 
$100; corporation yard drayman, $100; one hy- 
drantman. The Commission shall have control of 
the Fire Alarm ami Police Telegraph Department. 
TIk* appropriation is limited to $8,000. The running 
expcin* s are set at 950,000. No member of the De­ 
partm ent shall be dismissed without a trial, and he 
m u d be presented with a copy of the charges at 
least ten days before the trial. The bill also pro­ 
vides f»>r a uniform, which is elaborately described. 
All applicants shall be examined b^ physicians. ] 
* By Mr. C oroorax—An Act to prevent the sale <4 
or-iuin. [Provides th at opium shall not be sold or 
given away except by apot ¡eearies, and then only on 
prescriptions from physicians. Any person keeping 
an opium-smoking house is punished tor the first 
offens* by .a fine of not le»9 than 9 0, or imprison­ 
ment for fifty days, and tor each subsequent offense 
by a fine of $500 | 
By 3Ir. FlNON—An Act for the ’protection’/o f la- 
horv.rs and mechanics, and material men. [Provides 
th at any mechanic or laborer woo fieiform* any kind 
of labor or service upon any structure, buildmg or 
improvement shall have a lien thereon r>odon the 
realty for his wages, and in order to secure the en­ 
forcement of such lien the laborer proorcU to the 


County Recorder’s office and m akrs an oath to a 
certain schedule «>f facts, ami within ten «lays after 
the recording of said schedule th<- Recorder m ust 
notify the owner of the re lty of th e recording 
thereof, and also within ten days after sending such 
notice he shall file a certified t< py of s.«id schedule 
in the Superior Court. The Rewrdt r's lets shall not 
exceed fifty cents. 
Summons and proceedings are 
provided for in the bill.) 
By Mr. Maguire -An Act to compel the use of 
tradem arks. 
[All m anufacturers are required to 
pr«»cure a brand, stam p, stencil or trade-mark, and 
record a duplicate of the same with the Secretary of 
State, com piling all m anufacturers to mark ¡heir 
g«MHis therewith, 
am i each bran , L»\\ bundle, 
package, cask, sack, etc., containing any article of 
their m anufacture; a violation » a misdemeanor, 
and upon filing com pliint in office, Clerk of Court 
shall issue w arran t; object is to enable purchasers 
to distinguish goods, made by white persons, from 
those made by aliens ineligible to become citizens ] 
By Mr. B rau m iart—An Act to amend Section «m3 
of the Penal Code, in relation to the employment of 
females in places of amusements. 
By Mr. G o r l k y -A n Act in relation to the care of 
tbe Hays in the State Armory. |The author says of 
this b ill: The fl.-igs of the late California volunteer 
regiments are w of ally neglected. They are standing 
111 a corner of the Adjutant-General’s 
e, exposed 
to dust and ilirt, and are handled so much th at they 
are torn and m utilated. The bill is to have them 
preserved. The arms and accouterments belonging 
to the State in the state Armory are rusting, and in 
a short time will be u»eless, which would he a great 
l«>ss to the b'tate. My bill protect» this property if 
the appropriation i» allowed.]

MARS ISLAND NAVY YARD. 
Mr. Leacii offered the following concurrent reso­ 
lution r« lative to the protection of commercial inter­ 
ests on the Pacific co ast: 
Whirkah, ow ing to the great extent of the Pacific 
coast, the distance from the seat of Government and 
great exposure of our commerce in ca e of war, and 
the inability of the Government at the present time 
in such emergency to supply us with pr«,'j»er protec­ 
tion on account of the insufficiency in the num ber of 
its war vessels ; and as the great, nn»ortant harbor» 
of the A tlantic coast arc amply provided with iron­ 
clad and floating batteries ; therefore, be it 
Resolved by tiie Assembly, the Senate concurring, 
That our Senators and Congressmen are hereby re ­ 
quested to use their utmost endeavors to obtain an ap­ 
propriation from Congress tor the completion of the 
United States ironclad 3ionadnock, now in course of 
construction at Vallejo. 
Resolved, That the Governor be requested to 
transm it a copy of these resolutions to each of our 
Senators and Congressmen. 
Mr. Lf.auh—It is true, 3!r. Speaker, th at the peo­ 
ple of this country arc now c joying the bltssim s 
of a blissful peace, and it almost seems out of pi. ce 
t«* even allude to the j»araphe nalia <»f war, hut it is 
laid down to us as a xnaxim of the wise th at iu the 
time of peace to prepare for such emergency. On 
this coast wc have for the protection of our great 
and valuable commercial interests besides one or 
two cruisers ami the forts, only one little monitor. 
It was the plan of the Government to have either 
in the harbor of San Francisco or at ihe Naval Sta­ 
tion at Mare Island two iron clads, but some three 
or 
four 
years ago it 
was 
discovered 
th at 
the largest, the Mona nock, built during the 
war, 
w h s in such a condition as to be en­ 
tirely worthless. 
It was decided by the departm ent 
to rebuild the vessel, and work to that end \»as im- 
mediatcl commenced, but in a few mouths the 
money gave out and the work suspended, and for 
the past two years the hulk of this magnificent en­ 
gine of war lias stood on the stocks exposed to tbe 
injury of all the element». 
It seems to me, there­ 
fore, th at Congress could not take more efficient 
steps in the interest of economy than in supplying 
the funds to complete this vessel. 
I have the addi­ 
tional reason tor the introduction for the resolution, 
th at should Cong»ess grant our desires the appro­ 
priation would afford the employment of a large 
num ber of needy and worthy mechanics, some of 
whom have n«.t had a day’s work sm e the construc­ 
tion of the vessel was suspended two years ago. 
Un motion of Mr. T y l e r , it was resolved to take a 
recess every day from 1 o'clock until 2. 
Mr. C a r r offered a res* lution th at the Committee 
on Education have added two members. 


THREE READINGS AGAIN.

The Railroad Question Settled and the 
Froblem Woilied Out. 
To illustrate the great variety of opinions 
and suggestions on railroad matters this let­ 
ter is made public. 
At the suggestion of the 
writer a few changes in the spelling 1 f words 
were made, otherwise the letter appears as 
received : 
I have just been reading your article of De­ 
cember 10, 1879, on railroad regulation, 
which leads me to say something on the sub­ 
ject. The question arises, upon what princi­ 
ple can the S ta te regulate fares and freights ? 
I can only see one that is opon exact justice 
to all. How can the State say one man shall 
pay ^1 and another 820 for a ii«le on the Fam e 
road simply because he lives further away? 
Does not the Government convey a letter 
3,000 miles for the same that it conveys it 
one mile ? Do not the street cars in the city 
carry tha whole length of the city for the 
same as one block ? Does not the Govern­ 
ment charge the same ftir lands in the remote 
places, and for ] onr lan«l, as it does for good 
land near a market ? Also the State taxes all 
property 
at 
the same rate, 
according 
to value. 
Upon this principle the State, 
if 
it 
has 
the 
right 
or 
power 
to regulate fares and freights, should do it so 
t.hat every man that got on a through line 
shouhl pay the same, .and every ton «if freight 
should pay the same, making no difference at 
what point it was laid off. This would equal­ 
ize the value of property, make the poor 
man’s land the same value far away as the 
man who was lucky enough to get land 
nearer a market, for his grain would fetch the 
same and his groceries would coat no more. 
Under such a system all the vacant lahd 
would be improved aud the country villages 
would he large townH. The city would not be 
overrun with a surplus population, the whole 
country would be sending their A u rflu a to 
market all upon e«iuality. 
The* theory is 
very simple and just. 
L e t the State regulate 
tbe fares and freights upon a fair basis, that 
would pay the company a 
good profit

THE BILL-READING DISPUTE. 


Tiie Senate yesterday decided to accept 
th at construction of 
the 
Constitution 
which requires three readings at length of 
every bill. 
The argum ent which appeared 
to determine the majority was, that it 
would be easy to move “ urgency ” when­ 
ever a long bill was up on the first or sec­ 
ond reading, and that as two-thirds were 
certain to be in favor of the dispatch of 
business, there would be no difficulty iu 
carrying the motion. 
Of course if this 
programme is carried out the first and sec­ 
ond readings at length will be dispensed 
w ith as effectually a3 though no such 
rule 
had been 
adopted. 
This, 
how­ 
ever, can 
only apply to the 
Senate. ! 
' In the Assembly it would always be diffi­ 
cult to get tw o-thirds of the members 
to vote for dispensiug with the rule, 
and it is quite possible th at more trouble 
may be encountered even in the Senate 
than is now anticipated. 
I t is evident 
th at the adoption of the rule must put it 
iu the power of a minority to exercise far 
more influence at critical junctures than 
has been possible hitherto. 
The leverage 
thus placed in the hands of the minority 
in fact may produce results calculated to 
astonish the unsophisticated Workingmen 
who seem to think that the three readings 
at length is somehow a protection against 
bad 
legislation. 
In the Senate four­ 
teen members can at any time obstruct 
business under this rule, and though 
at the moment it may not appear probable 
th at any harm can arise from this, every 
experienced politician knows that towards 
the close of a legislative session coujuuc- 
tures are very apt to occur in which such a 
power can be exerted w ith the effect cf 
defeating most im portant measures. 
The 
uncertainty of the Constitution on the 
point may perhaps be cleared up by the 
Supreme Court, but the methods thus far 
taken to determino the question are by no 
means calculated to facilitate the dispatch 
of business, or to secure that safety which 
tim id member* seek. 


The Postmaster-General has been giving 
Congress information of the extent to 
which the mails are used for the further­ 
ance of lottery swindles. 
The records 
show th a t six different gangs of thieves 
calling themselves lottery companies have 
been coining money out of the credulous 
public by this means. 
Most of these ras­ 
cals proceed very simply. 
They send out 
flaming circulars all over the country, and 
every night they divide the money sent to 
them for the purchase of tickets. 
The re­ 
ceipts of one of these companies is said to 
have been $100,000. 
Bogus land compa­ 
nies employ the same methods, and reap 
large returns from the unwary. 
But it is 
necessary to emphasize the fact th at all 
these and a m ultitude of lesser swindles 
derive their influence from the existence of 
one or two honestly-conducted lotteries, or 
lotteries which are under State supervis­ 
ion. 
These few fair enterprises have been 
the parents of a swarm of frauds, and the 
fact shows that the legalization of lotteries 
under any circumstances is against public 
policy. 
Few people have any idea of the 
ramifications of the lottery swindling busi­ 
ness, and therefore it may be UEelul to 
discuss it a little. 
I t is not only such 
swindles a3 tiie Postmaster-General calls 
attention to that are plundering the public. 
They are merely the apex of an inverted 
pyramid, and they support and give life to 
a myripd minor frauds, all of which are 
comprised under 
the generic head 
of 
“ Bunko Games.” These bunko games 
are pursued by a legion of petty thieves and 
swindlers, who bestow more patient care 
and adroitness upon their preparations than 
would suffice to earn them their living iu 
an honest occupation. 
The basis of all 
these frauds is a pretended lottery. 
A 
room is prepared, and hung round with cir­ 
culars and placards of all the current lotter­ 
ies, and this is the trap into which victims 
are “ steered ” by the cappers of the games. 
The tricks resorted to for the purpose of 
cajoling 
the 
intended 
dupe 
have 
been 
described 
so 
frequently 
th at 
it 
might 
be thought 
impossible 
to 
find anyone 
unacquainted with 
them. 
Yet 
experience 
proves 
th at 
the 
victims of 
bunko thieves 
are drawn 
from all classes, and that not only verdant 
countrymen but 
shrewd and 
veteran 
lawyers and business men not seldom fall 
into the trap, and are plucked. The bunko 
thieves are students of human nature, and 
rely strongly upon the disinclination of 
those they have robbed to confess their 
greenness by 
appearing to 
prosecute. 
When people find how simply they have 
been cheated they are usually so ashamed 
of their own stupidity th at they will 
rather bear the loss than go into Court. 
As the thieves always endeavor to trap 
strangers in preference to residents, more­ 
over, the dupes are reluctant to stay in the 
place long enough to prosecute, and there­ 
fore can usually be induced, as a last re­ 
sort, to go away, by returning a part of 
the plunder to them. 


It is evident th at the bunko business rests 
almost entirely upon the lottery business, 
ami that if the lotteries v.ere suppresid 
those who fleece the public in this way 
would be compelled to invent new devices. 
That buuko games are profitable cannot be 
doubted, for they evidently support a large 
number of thieves. 
The bunko games 
have been played in this city of late to 
such an extent as to call for remedial action 
on the part of the authorities. 
The prac­ 
ticability of driving out the knaves who 
practice 
these 
impostures 
cannot 
be 
doubted. 
Energetic action on the part of 
the police has before now effected a com­ 
plete clearance in similar eases, ami it 
would have the same effect here and now. It 
is one of the plainest duties of government, 
local, state and national, to protect the 
people against systematic frauds of this 
character, and if the machinery of the law 
i is put in operation energetically the au­ 
thority to remove the abase will not fail at 
a pinch. 
All lotteries, w hether honestly 
or dishonestly conducted, are demoralizing. 
They lead to the abandonment of sober 
industry, to the squandering of liard-earned 
money, to the fostering of extravagant ex­ 
pectations, to the loss of litno and temper, 
to the unfitting of their victims for the 
duties of life. 
They are one of the worst 
forms of gambling when taken at their 
best. 
As commonly practiced they are 
naked robbery. 
The 
mass 
of 
gul­ 
libility 
which 
constitutes 
the 
field 
of 
enterprise 
explored 
by the lot­ 
tery and bunko thieves is so extensive 
that it is vain to hope for its speedy re­ 
demption. 
The people who fall into the 
traps laid for them by bunko-steerers and 
three-card monte men, and experts in the 
strap game, undoubtedly belong to that 
class of born pigeons who are predestined 
to be plucked. 
But though it may be im­ 
possible for any precaution to save tin m 
from their destiny, it is none the less the 
duty of the Government, and especially 
of the police, to protect them, and any city 
in which swindlers are perm itted to flourish 
has a just cause of complaint against its 
municipal officers.

W hen cities undertake to legislate against 
the most improved means of communica­ 
tion, and seek to shut railroads out from 
their corporate limits by hostile ordi­ 
nances, the very worst that could be 
wished them would be th at they might 
have their own way.

Payment of this impost was refused by 
the local agents of the corporation, where­ 
upon the Superintendent of the division 
was arrested, and on declining to pay a 
fine of §150 was clapped in jail on a sen­ 
tence of 150 day*. A w rit of habeas corpus 
was at once sued out, and the cese was car­ 
ried before the Superior Court. 
Judge 
Sepulveda promptly declared the impris­ 
onment of the petitioner illegal, and or­ 
dered his release from custody. 
In his 
w ritten opinion of this singular case the 
Judge says:

A NLW 
K iN O OF KIJDzMnANCR. 


The movements of Germany and Russia 
are not of a character to allay apprehen­ 
sions of an impending war, and the excuses 
which both these Powers arc making for 
their energetic military preparations are 
somewhat diaphanous, 
liussia endeavors 
to account for the massing of troops in Po­ 
land by innocently observing th at she is 
withdrawing her forces from Bulgaria, and 
must put them somew here. 
Germany re­ 
plies to this movement by calling out her 
reserves, and putting Krupp’s great works 
to their utm ost speed to turn out new 
cannon ; and when askeil w hat all this 
preparation means, she smilingly observes 
that it has been rendered neeessary by the 
arming of France and Russia, but that 
nothing is further from her thoughts than 
war. 
W e seem to have heard these 
explanations 
before. 
They 
have a 
familiar souDd. 
In 
fact, 
they 
were 
made 
in 
180(1, 
and 
again 
in 
1S70. 
The diplomatic traditions make 
it incumbent upon Governments to dissem­ 
ble their real purposes to the last moment, 
and these formulas are religiously observed 
notwithstanding the obvious fact that the 
telegraph, the press, and the railroad, 
have rendered them obsolete 
A couple of 
centuries ago it was possible for a prince to 
muster his armies in comparative secrecy, 
and he might almost surprise his enemy by 
keeping up the pretense of peaceful inten­ 
tions until he was ready to make his at­ 
tack. 
But nowadays all that has become 
impossible. 
Germany 
cannot 
order 
a 
score of guns trom Krupp without letting 
all the world know of it, and while the 
diplomatists are exchanging their mean­ 
ingless 
platitudes, 
which 
deceive no­ 
body, the 
press 
is 
coolly 
publishing 
every hostile preparation made on either 
side. 
A t present the outlook for war is 
quite as probable as it has been before 
any of the great struggles of the last half 
century. 
Germany fears an alliance be­ 
tween France and liussia, and this fear is 
capable of leading Bismarck to precipitate 
a conflict by which he might hope to crush 
the latter before the former could come to 
her assistance. 
Austria could be trusted 
to hold France in check while the German 
armies paid their attention to Russia. 
In 
such a war the tendency would be for Italy 
to ally herself with France and Russia, 
and it is scarcely possible that England 
could avoid an alliance with the Austro- 
German Confederation. 
That is the pros­ 
pect now, and the probability of a peace­ 
ful adjustm ent is weakened seriously by 
the facts, first, th at all the continental Pow­ 
ers are armed to the teeth, and, second, 
th at three of them at least have special 
motives for fighting, 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The position assumed by General Stone- 
mau—or we should rather say, attributed 
to him—is one which will not bear investi­ 
gation. 
He is one of three Railroad Com­ 
missioners elected by the people, and as 
such, has simply one voice iu the Commis­ 
sion’s deliberations. 
But it would appear 
as if he sought to constitute himself the 
Railroad Commission ami treat his col­ 
leagues as mere ciphers. 
It seems that he 
has had an empowering bill prepared, 
which he desires to see become a law ; and 
because his colleagues differ from him upon 
the character of the. legislation needed, we 
are told that lie is going to pack up his 
valise and return to the orange groves of 
San Gabriel. 
We can scarcely believe 
this true of General Stoneman. 
He is a 
man of mature judgment, experienced in 
affairs, and is not likely to pout and 
pet 
like 
a spoiled 
boy. 
His opin­ 
ion is, 
of course, deserving of every 
consideration 
on 
the 
practical 
work­ 
ing 
of 
the 
Commission, 
founded 
as 
it' is upon experience ; but upon a question 
of legal interpretation, which is involved 
in the m atter in hand, lie cannot be re­ 
garded as infallible. 
General Stoneman is 
a graduate of W est Point and an engineer ; 
Mr. Beerstecher is a lawyer, and Mr. Cone 
is a business man. 
Under those circum­ 
stances we should say that the Railroad 
Commissioners would do well to hasten 
slowly. 
The best le3al ability in the State 
should be employed to draft a bill which 
would sjart the commission and work 
smoothly and efficiently afterwards. Gen. 
.Stoneman, as we understand it, would start 
with imperfect machinery, leaving addi­ 
tions and amendments to be made iu future 
sessions. 
We think this would be unwise. 
There is always more or less risk in legis­ 
lation, end those having most experience 
yii the subject know how frequently a 
measure is changed 
from its 
original 
purpose in its pas.-age through a Legisla­ 
ture. 
One can never be sure of anything 
about a bill until it has been approved. 
The other two Commissioners, it would 
seem, desire to have a perfect measure to 
start with, and are prepared to wait until 
tiie Legislature enacts one. 
They object 
to the hot haste of the gallant General, and 
conceive that hurried legislation is apt to 
be unwise legislation. 
This is how we un­ 
derstand their position, and we think it is 
a discreet one. 
To impute dishonesty, or 
“ railroad influence,” as has been clone in 
the case of the majority, is an unfair and 
unmanly method of coercion. 
It is an at­ 
tem pt to influence their judgm ent at the 
risk of their reputation. W e protest against 
such treatm ent of men intrusted by tile 
people w ith mos£ important executive func­ 
tions, and we trust that General Stoneman 
will act in full harmony with his brother 
Commissioners.—I San Francisco Post.

THE BRIBERY CHARGES. 
The Bribery Committee of the House held a m eet­ 
ing this afternoon.

The man said 
the money he offered was his own. 
Clark was pressed exceedingly hard to give the 
man’s name, but positively refused. 
Alfred S. Kimball, County Attorney of Oxford, 
was the next witness. 
He saw Swan in the Augusta 
House on the Monday night of the organization, 
and Swan told him th at he had been informed that 
they were m aking efforts to buy up Representa­ 
tives ; th at he was going into it and get some money 
and expose th em ; saw Swan again at noon the next 
day. when he (Swan) showed him a roll <f bills 
which he said he had received from Wallace R. 
W hite, if he would resign his seat in the House. 
[This is contradictory of Swan’s affidavit, wherein he 
says he went, from the Court-house, where he re­ 
ceived the money, to the Granite National Bank, 
and obtained a draft.)

To the People of Maine: Believing that I ought 
to do everything t<* allay the agitation in the minds 
of the citizens of this State, I do hereby give assur­ 
ance that up to thri moment calm councils have pre­ 
vailed, and that I see no present occasion for alarm. 
I regret th at messages sliou'd be sent from any 
quarter which bring crowds of men of both political 
narties into this city. This is a great emitarruss- 
woienL in preserving the peace and in reaching 
a p-.oper solution of the difficulties before us. 
W hatever threats are made, I 
have no fears 
for niy personal safety. 
If our people feel confident 
that the disposition made for their protection are 
sufficient, although not obtruded on the public 
sight, and would all keep and counsel patience, so 
that the political and legal ques ioits could be calm­ 
ly considered, our trouble would soon be in a way 
for settlem ent. 
My attitude to the Hon. Mr. Lani* 
son, as a m atter of duty, has been m ade known in 
my reply to his inquiry, addressed tonic on the 12th 
day of January. At the same time I regard him as 
in a position to contribute in a high degree to the 
efforts to save us from anarchy and ruin, and ju -tice 
requires me to say th at he has, by all the means in 
his power, aided in keeping the field clear for a law­ 
ful and peaceful solution <>( the m atters at issue. •

A LETTER FROM TOMBSTONE—SOME AC­ 
COUNT OF ARIZONA. 


The Climate, Society, Frcducts, Mines, 
People, and General Features of Ü13 
“ Sand-hills" Territory, 


T ombstone, A. T., December 29, 1879. 
To write an intelligent letter from, and 
of this country, one should 
first give 
at least a cursory description of it to dis­ 
abuse the minds of the readers of the pre­ 
vailing idea that people abroad too often 
have of it. Generally, those not acquainted 
with this section of Arizona, consider it a 
dry, sandy, her'uless, waterless desert, 
without vegetation, and where life, with 
the best the country affords, would be 
without comforts, much less luxuries—in 
fact, a burilen. 
Deople abroau involun­ 
tarily construe the name “ Arizona" to a 
descriptive word of the whole country, 
ami torture the word “ A rizona” into 
“ arid-zone,” anil recall 


TH E MISTAKEN NOTION 
Of the Congressional dehator, who said it 
was “ a far oil country, th at can be ap­ 
proached only at the risk of life ; a barren 
waste of trackless desert, unexplored and 
impassable, of which but little is known ; 
where the herbs and flowers are without 
scen t; where the vegetation has no ju ice; 
where every bush or sprig has a thorn -, 
where every man is a thief and every woman 
a prostitute.” 
Those 
utterances were 
made years ago. 
Now let us look at the 
facts of to-day. 
Southeastern Arizona, a 
country sufficient in 
extent to hold a 
European empire, is not a desert : it is un­ 
like the southeastern portion of California 
and western Arizona. 
The surface features 
of the country are made up of a succession 
of mountains, or broken chains of moun­ 
tains, with wide plains, mesas, and valleys 
intervening. 
Two of the mountains are 
very high, rugged and precipitous. 
None 
of their maximum altitudes will exceed 
10,000 feet. 
The Santa Bitas, Catarina, 
Huachuca. Dragoon and Chincabua moun­ 
tains, berng the only ones that approach the 
maximum, are rugged and difficult to 
traverse. 


ADJOINING THE MOUNTAINS 
On all sides, for the mountains are none of 
them in continuous ranges, are generally 
a series of high mesas or higli bench lands, 
rolling w ith heavy undulation. 
Below 
these and along the streams are bottom 
lands, and all, mountain, mesa, bench and 
bottom lands, are covered all the year 
round with a luxuriant growth of several 
varieties of grasses. 
Stock grazes all the 
year round and keeps fat. 
Fuel is sup­ 
plied by the mesquite, th at is abundant in 
all parts, and very many of the high inesas 
adjoining the mountains are covered with 
orchards of oak trees. 
1 say “ orchards,” 
because they resemble the old-time apple 
orchards of Pennsylvania. 
In many of 
the mountains the gorges arc filled with 
pines, juniper and, 1 believe, yew trees. 
There are several saw-mills at work, doing 
an extensive business, cutting lumber in 
the Santa liitos, lluacliuca ami Chiricahua 
mountains. 
Lumber sells at §70 per M. 


AGRICULTURE 
Is becoming a feature of the county. Along 
the Santa Cruz, San Pedro, San Simeon 
and upper Gila, aud in Arivaypa valley, 
are very many aud extensive ranches,where 
large crops are annually raised ; hut the 
country is not yet self-supporting. 
Stock- 
raising is quite a feature, and is carried on 
extensively. 
Beef cattle sell for about five 
cents per pound, hut beefsteaks at the 
butcher shops are fifteen cents. 
The cli­ 
mate is quite even and mild, mneh like 
that of southern Utah or Central Califor­ 
nia. 
I have found the summer heat in the 
Dixie of U tah—that portion of that Terri­ 
tory south of the “ rim of the basin”— 
more intense by far than it was either here 
or in northeastern 
Sonora 
during the 
months of July and August last past. 
It 
is uow called exceedingly cold here for this 
country, and yet ice will not freeze to the 
thickness of half an inch over a pail of 
water standing out doors all night. 
Peo­ 
ple here are complaining of suffering with 
this cold weather, but the fault m ust be 
with them, and not with the weather ; the 
thermometer is all right, hut their blood or 
system is at fault. 
As to the people, 


SOCIETY, 
.Morality and other kindred things, I will 
sav that the country in these respects is 
not what it has been. 
If it ever was the 
last and safest refuge of the fugitive assas­ 
sin, thief or defaulter, it is so no longer. 
Society is, as a general thing, as good in 
this portion of Arizona as in any new min­ 
ing section on the Pacific slope. 
Churches 
are established in Tucson, and soon will be 
here. 
Schools are in existence in all parts 
of the country, and Arizona is blest with a 
good, judicious and liberal school law. The 
country is being very rapidly settled up 
with sober and industrious people. 
Not 
alone the wild, roving rakes of broken for­ 
tunes and morals, but good men with their 
families from the East, West, N orth and 
South, from Maine, California, Minnesota 
and Texas—farmers, mechanics and profes­ 
sional men—are settling in the towns and in 
thecountry.opem ngupfarrns, vineyardsand 
nurseries, establishing stores, shops aud of­ 
fices. The laws are enforced ; life aud prop­ 
erty are secure and p.otected ; 
crime is 
not tolerated or winked at, nor is it fre­ 
quent ; the inexorable, unflinching and 
unyielding ethics of both fashion and soci­ 
ety are obtaining their dominion here ; 
peace prevails ; politics do not rage ; the 
mines are rich, large and plentiful ; food is 
cheap ; everybody is happy, ami generally 
the Arizona “ goose hangs high.” 
But all 
thi3 is as nothing to 


TH E GREAT MATTER 
That the whole people want to know more 
about, that is, the mines. 
My letter is 
now sufficiently lung, so that 1 must defer 
mines, men and things in general until an­ 
other time, only saying here th at we have 
mines, and good ones, too. 
Bullion is be­ 
ing daily shipped, but milling facilities are 
as yet quite limited : only one mill, and 
that only a 10-stamp mid, being in opera­ 
tion. 
Two other mills, both 10-stamp 
mills, will soon startup, and then our bull­ 
ion shipments will he items that will fiad 
their way iuto the papers daily. 
To close with a word for this embryo 
city, with the “ most reverend, grave,” 
and, I might say, solemn and sepulchral 
name of Tombstone, as a name for a city, 
being one th at bring up thoughts of skulls 
and bones, bats and owls, ghosts, ghouls 
and hobgoblins, epidemics, yellow fevers, 
cholera aud scourges ; yet, for all that, it is 
a live town, full of live men, situate in the 
midst of rich mines, iu a good country, 
with a pood climate, soon to he approached 
hy a railroad, and is growing faster than a 
pumpkin vine on the Wabash bot'oms. 
It is even now called the Virginia City of 
Arizona.

Judge 
Marble, 
in behalf of Secretary Schnrz, to-day an. 
nouticed thar he 
was willing 
to hear 
arguments in regard to any and all features 
of the case, although it need not necessurilv 
liee inferred that the whole ease would 
be considered 
subject to review 
when 
the Secretary shall hereafter take up the 
matter for decision. 
Mr. Greathouse, of San 
Francisco, thereupon delivered an oral argu­ 
ment in support of the Commissioner's de­ 
cision concerning the present boundaries. 
He was followed by Beard, of Washington, 
and D. K. Tripp, of San Francisco, in advo­ 
cacy of the correctness of Williamson’s de­ 
cision respecting the exterior boundaries 
of the 
Pueblo. 
Tripp 
also 
filed 
a 
brief, 
elaborately 
stating 
four reasons 
why the Secretary of the interior thould not 
disturb this decision as to the exterior 
boundaries. These reasons are, in short, 
first, that no appeal was taken except in 
regard to the Presidio boundary; second, 
that the segregation, as approved by Com­ 
missioner Williamson is substantially cor­ 
rect, and lias been so accepted and acted upon 
by all the

roLiiig Fuu h( O ur .Yew Constitution. 
New Y ork, Jar.uary 15th.—The Star has 
a shot at California’s new Constitution thus : 
The Commonwealth on which the sun never 
rises butdiurnall; sets, possesses many features 
peculiar to itself. I t has the heathen Chinee, 
“ the Chinese must go,” Kearney, and an 
anti-Chinese Constitution. 
But the greatest 
of these is the Constitution. In some respects 
this remarkable instrument may be said to re­ 
semble the well-known but somewhat mis­ 
leading Ta-tsiug-hwci-tien. In other respects 
it is a model in its way. 
In justice to 
the mighty intellects which are responsible 
for the instrument, however, it must be ac­ 
knowledged that its ways are mysterious aud 
past finding out. This mobile document plan- 
ly and clearly defines the methods whereby 
two hearts can he legally authorized to beat as 
one. To this extent Ta-tsiog-hwei-tien has the 
deadwood on the new Constitution of Califor­ 
nia. 
The instrument mentioned provides 
that marriage licenses can only be o b tain ed 
from County Clerks. Then this same instru­ 
ment, in another section, calmly proceeds to 
abolish County Courts, and without County 
Courts there can be no County Clerk. Now, 
in the name of the great American public, 
we demand to know what grudge the invent­ 
ors of the new California Constitution have 
against census-takers ? Why is Cupid to be 
thus despoiled of his prey by a band of fron­ 
tier desperadoes, acting under cover of the 
law? In the name of ail that is sacred and 
most dear in connection with halcyon leap 
year, why are the viigins of the Golden State 
to be deprived of that quadrennial preroga­ 
tive which 1880 has brought to them irre­ 
spective of this Tantalus Constitution? To 
the Californian person of domestic tastes, 
otherwise unmarried, this new Constitution 
simply proves there are more horrible reali­ 
ties than the Chinese must go, or Kearney, 
Ellison's L ig lii-A llileli.

that the heat, emitted by the light cracks the 
glass at the place where the platinum wire 
enters the lamp, and the air gtts in. There 
are still about fifty lamps burning, one of 
which has been used forty days. 
A new 
glass blower has been engaged, and modifica­ 
tions may be made in the lamp, allowing 
some escape for the heat emitted. 
The Post says : Edison and his assistants 
are not down-hearted, and hope te overcome 
the newly-discovered difficulties in time to 
introduce the light into practical use in New 
York city before next winter. 
New Y ork, January 16th—a. m .—Edison 
was shown the statements in reference to his 
lamps last night. 
“ Some of these statements 
are falsehoods,” said he, “ and some are quite 
true ; the lamps have uot gone out. and the 
carbon horseshoes are uot broken. That some 
of the lamps have been cracked, and that air 
has thus gained an entrance to the flame is 
true. This does not affect my invention. 
It 
is purely a mechanical fault — a trouble 
with 
the 
glass. 
I 
do 
not claim to 
have perfected that part of my lamp. 
I 
am 
still 
experimenting.” 
Edison 
has found that he can make an almost 
absolutely 
perfect 
lamp 
by using cer­ 
tain kinds of glass and shaping them 
by 
hand; 
but 
it 
would 
be 
expen­ 
sive, arffi the very first object he strives 
to attain is to be cheap. 
It must be made 
liy machinery. He does not want it to cost 
more than 2U or 25 cents. Edison intends to 
increase the number of lamps in Menlo Paik 
to 600 or 700, because, he snys, the more 
lamps he has to study and experiment with the 
sooner he will remedy the defect that is now his 
only obstacle. 
So far as could be learned 
yesterday, there have been no sales of Elec 
trie Light stock for some time. The highest 
bid is §1,200 per share, while none is offered 
at lees than §1,800 or §2,000, 
Yew Telegraph eciirnio. 
New Y ork, January 15th.—The Times 
Washington special presents the details of 
the 
telegraph scheme introduced in the 
.Senate yesterday in the form of a petition for 
the incorporation of a company by James A. 
Scrymser, of Cuban cable notoriety, and 
William G. Hamilton. 
It is surmised that 
the Western Union Telegraph Company is 
backing the scheme. I t proposes establishing 
a submarine cable from Texas, by the shores 
of Mexico, across Tehuantepec, for which a 
privilege has been granted by the Govern­ 
ments interested, and to extend this line, by 
way of San Salvador, Nicaragua, Cost Kica, 
Panama and Ecuador, to Peru, where con­ 
nection can be had with the established lines 
to Chile, Buenos Ayres and Brazil.

titioners suggest that the completion of n 
railway across the Isthn.ut of Tehuantepec 
aud the proposed sLip canal will o|>en a di­ 
rect trade between our great cities and Cen­ 
tral America, South America, China, India, 
Australia and Japan, by way of the Gulf of 
Mexico, and that this trade will be greatly 
benefited by rapid telegraphic communica­ 
tion.

The Inter-Ocean s Washington social says : 
Secretary Sclnirz is doing nothing with the 
Ute Indians, which he has under guard at a 
hotel here, and the lips of all their attendants 
have been hermetically sealed by bis order. 
He has daily conferences with Ouray, on 
whom he is trying to in;press the fact thnf 
this great Government is powerful to reward 
and punish, and if the whole nation of U tes 
does not turn in and as.-Lt in bringing those 
guilty of the Meeker massacre to punish­ 
ment, the doctrine of vicarous atonement 
will be

the few. He impresses the miud of Ouray 
with the fact that he has not come here to 
complain of bad treatment, which is tbe 
usual motive of Indian visits to Washington, 
but that the Great Father lias sent for him 
to complain of his conduct; that the Indians, 
not the Government, are tbe defendants in 
this action. 
Guray goes back to 1 is compan­ 
ions, after these interviews with Sehurz, and 
repeats what has been said; but the Secre­ 
tary does not think he has got them up to a 
pitch where a council with the Great Father 
will be effective.

Opening of the Case on the Part of the 
Defence—Testimony Taken. 
The examination in the case of the People 
vs. Beveridge and Dematti was resumed yes­ 
terday morning, the examining Court occu­ 
pying the District Court-room. C. T. Joces, 
attorney for defendants, opened the case of 
the defense with extended remarks, in the 
course of which he intimated that but for 
some suspicion which had been thrown upon the 
defendants by declarations of parties residing 
in the neighborhood, he would feel disposed to 
rest the case at this point and ask for its dis­ 
missal, but under the circumstances he would 
proceed with the evidence upon the part of 
the defense. The first witness called was 
Martin Monsch. 
He was kept upon the 
stand the greater part of the day, and fiom 
his intimate relationship with defendant 
Beveridge, was examined with great particu­ 
larity by counsel upon both sides. A brief 
summary only of his testimony would be of 
interest to the public. He said : I live up >u 
the Lagoon. Have lived there since 1S00. 
Mr. Beveridge is ui.cle of my wife. He has 
lived with me for the past seven years. I am 
IN THE SHEEP BCSINESS, 
And keeps about five to six thousand head. 
Mr. Beveridge keeps about two thousand. 
In the summer we take them into the moun­ 
tains, and bring them hack when snow comes. 
The mountains are full of bands of sheep 
every summer, and they often get mixed to­ 
gether, aud as the various bands are brought 
back upon ranches it is impossible to always 
rest ire the stray ones to their proper owners. 
After the sheep got home this last fall 1 saw 
some stray ones in the flock which belonged 
to Mr. Fincher. Have heard what has been 
said about Beveridge selling some sheep that 
did not belong to him. Beveridge sold about 
five hundred head to Odell, the butcher. 
When they were picked out Beveridee told 
them to pick any they wanted out ol his, but 
not to take any with stray marks. Mr. Bev­ 
eridge was in the pen when they were picked 
out. Iu reference to the testimony which 
ha» been given, to the effect that one or more 
pelts with Fincher’s mark were found with 
Beveridge’s at Monseh’s, witness said: We 
had some pelts in my barn. They came from 
sheep killed by different ones upon the ranch, 
aud for home use. Sometimes I have 
KILLED STRAY SHEEP 
When they have been in the band for five or 
six years and didn’t know whose they were. 
Never killed any of Fincher’s sheep, nor of 
any neighbor's; still we found a pelt of one 
of Fincher’s in my barn, but I don’t know 
how it came there. He came over at 'J o’clock 
one morning and said he wanted to go iuto 
the wagon shed—that he saw one of his pelts 
there. We went and looked and found one. 
An hour before I saw the pelts aud they were 
all hanging upon wires for drying, and now 
they were lying upon the floor. I could not 
account for its being there. Mr. Hobday 
lived with me some six years, and he finally 
got so he wanted to boss too much, and at 
the table he talked insulting to my wife, and 
I told him to go out aud never come in again. 
He slept in his usual place that night, and 
next day we had an amicable settlement, and 
I paid him up. There was no feeling lie- 
tween us when he left. The next day, Fri­ 
day, I was dipping my sheep, Mr. Beveridge 
was helping me, and got through about 11 
o’clock. I told Beveridge there was dip left 
and if he wanted his sheep dipped to bring 
them andwewoulddipthem. He Btartedolf to 
see about-them aud expected to be back very 
soon, but did not return until some time 
after supper—sayan hour after dark. When 
he came home his wife said, 
“ what's the trouble?” 
He said, “ I could not find my sheep; ” she 
said, “ Where’s Charlie?” he said, “ I don't 
know where Charlie is ;” the «aid, “ Did 
you find the sheep?” he said, “ Yes, I found 
the sheep and put them into the corral; ” he 
said the dogs were in the cibiu and the door 
locked, and lie took a pick and broke open 
the lock anil let the dogs out; said he could 
find no matches, but he put his hand on the 
bed and Charlie was not there ; said he 
thought Charlie might have been taken sick 
aud laid down on the plains. 
Question—Why did he feel of the bed ? 
Answer—To see if the blankets were 
there; he didn’t think 
Charlie w is 
there ; I suggested to go to the cabin that 
nightand look for Hallen, but Beveridge slid 
no, he would tart at daylight next morning ; 
Beveridge started on foot for lialleu's cabin 
next mi ming about light; it was raining 
quite hard : I soon after started on my horse, 
aud took a circuit on the ranch to see if 1 
could see anything of Hallen, and then went 
to his cabin ; when I got there I pushed the 
door open and saw a man lying on the bed, 
and thought he was asleep; I hollered ami 
got no answer; 
HE WAS LYING ON HIS RIGHT SIDE 
With his head up towards the corner and 
his luck towards iuto the room aud the door, 
with his feet somewhat curled up. He was 
covered with a blanket, but the edge of it did 
not come down to the bed along his back. I 
went to the bunk and gave him a pretty good 
push, to wake him up, and as I aid so I saw 
my hand was full of blood. I at ouce turned 
aud went out and my hand was so full of 
blood that it dripped off on to my overalls, 
and I thought if any one should see me they 
would think I had killed the man. I got on 
my horse and went home, but before I got 
home the rain had washed the blood off. 1 
got home soon after Beveridge did, hut he 
had got his horses hitched up into my wagon 
to go to a Justice to have him hold an in­ 
quest. I told him I would go for the Jus­ 
tice and he and Dematii go and stay at tlie 
cabin. I went to tiie Justice but he said he 
could not hold an inquest and that I mu.-t 
get a Coroner, and said I better go to Galt 
and telegraph to Sacramento, which I did. 
Beveridge stayed at the cabin during the day. 
At night I took a lantern ar,d Dematti and I 
went there and stayed till morning. When 
I got to the cabin I looked carefully with the 
lantern to find blood spots on the floor, and 
there was none there. I held the lantern 
close down to the head of Hallen and could 
see the 
hole in his head. 
That was the first we had seen of it. The 
biood upon the pillow looked as if it had flew 
over it. The blanket being up from the 
back, looked as if it had been put over him 
after he was killed. When we went there 
this Saturday night we found two packs of 
cards there on the table. One deck was 
open, aud the other wrapped up iu a little 
piece of newspaper. I do not know why the 
cards were there, for I heard Hallen say lie 
never played aud had no use for them around. 
We started home Sunday morning, and met 
Beveridge, who went there and stayed until 
the Con ner came that day. I then went 
hack, and was present when the inquest was 
held and was one of the Coroner’s jury. The 
jury were sworn. There was not much room 
in the cabin, and some of the jury were not 
inside when the testimony was taken, but it 
was read over to us all by Mr. Vermilya be­ 
fore we signed it. There was no blood upon 
the floor until after 
THE BOOT M AS TAKEN OUT. 
I helped Mr. Vermilya take the body out 
of the hunk ; we placed it on the floor on two 
old coats of Halleu’s ; one was iu the cabin 
and I got the other under the shed ; in put­ 
ting tiie body on to the flour my hands got 
bloody audsomeof itwesonthcfli or; the blood 
iu th j clothes was thick and hard, anil pieces 
of it dropped on the floor as big pieces as a 
quarter of a dollar, and 1 should think as 
muchas two pound of it dripped upon the 
floor • there was talk at the inquest that the 
clothes ought to be burned up, but don’t re­ 
collect who said it; the idea was to get the 
arm ¡1 out of the w..y, as it began to smell 
pretty bad ; we searched for the money but 
didn’t find any; 1 thiuk Mr. Hobday said 
the man that uiil this was not smart enough, 
or else lie would have set fire to the cabin and 
burned it up; after the inquest it was pro­ 
posed to bory the body right there, as it had 
begun to s-nell badly, but Mr. Bevrridge 
ai 1 “ N . I will take it into town ;” and Mr. 
Vermilya -i l it he did, he would see that it 
had a , r.i: . r burial; the Coroner took the 
clothes Hu Hen had on him into town, find 
ai > the q i!t; while Mr. lievcii Ige was gone 
to towi I! .mr-d the things up, that havebeen 
spoken of, at the cm. n ; there were two old 
coats, some e> -ep-skins, gunny-sacks, and 
one i i.-ae of quilt; these I burned up. 
TO CLEAN THE CABIN OUT. 
They did not amount to anything at all I 
al- > burned up the e:.rd«, and that's all I re­ 
gret ; but I didn’t want anything to do with 
car ls, and <0 I burned them up. There was 
ple. iy of bloo 1 on the fl xir afi-rthe inquest, 
and I t ok the broom and swept it outs and 
aiso swept, off the bjnk. I didn’t use any 
water ; and after T iu.-l -wept it out I left the 
broom in the cal in. The first I said about 
having this matter looked up, to see who 
committed the crime, was about two weeks 
after the murder. I was here in town and 
met Mr. Harris n ai d he wanted to come 
out there and lu k it up, but wanted me to 
pay his expenses. I didn’t thiuk ihat was 
right, but finally I agree 1 to pay his expenses, 
and he told n,e be w uld be out upon a day 
appointed. I told him I would meet him at 
the station : but as I was busy, I had Mr. 
Beveridge go ov-r to the statiou and bring 
him to my house. For a week or ten days 
next prior to the murder Mr. Beveridge had 
beeu working with me all the time clipping 
sheep, and had not been away. 
WHEN I WENT TO THE CABIN 
Saturday morning and found Hallen in bis 
bunk, I did not hitch my horse, but lisd a 
long rope hr.ite-and I kept hold of one end of 
it while I went to the bed and put my band 
on him. I should think my halter was 14 to 


1G feet long. I could hang on to it by my 
horse’s hear] being near the door. 
Question—When did you put your hand on 
Hallen, when you shook him ? 
Answer—When I went to wake him up I 
put my hand on his left hip and shook him. 
He was lying on his right side and had a blan­ 
ket over him and a coat also thrown over his 
feet. When 1 went up to him I thiuk 1 
threw the quilt off and put my hand on his 
hip. I put my hand on the top of his clothes 
that were on his body, but I think 1 had 
thrown off the quilt. He had on blue over­ 
alls, drawers, and a blue woolen shirt. W hen 
I put my hand on his hip it got enough 
blood upon it so that the 
BLOOD DRIPPED DOWN 
Over my fingers on to my overalls. It came 
up though between my fingers. 
Question—If he was lying on his right 
side how would you get this blood on your 
hand by putting it upon his clothes upon his 
left hip? 
Answer—The blood came up through his 
clothes. 
Witness was further interrogated how, 
wit'-, deceased lying on his right side and he 
putting his hand upon the left hip, could he 
get so much blood en his hand as described, 
and he replied : Well, it must hive been set­ 
tled there on his body, and by the hard pu.-h 
I gave him it must have come through on to 
my hand ; that’s the way I think it was done. 
One of the dogs in the cabin was a pretty se­ 
vere one to strangers; he tore my pants off 
once up in the mountains last summer. When 
I found Hallen his shoes were setting under 
the foct of the bed, like a man puts them 
WHEN HE GOES TO BED. 
Question—When you got to your house Sat­ 
urday morning going from the cabin where 
you had found Hallen dead, what did Bever­ 
idge say to you? 
Answer—He said, “ Did you see Charlie ? ” 
and I said yes, I did, and asked him what is 
the matter, aud he said “ Charlie is dead,” 
and I said yes, I saw that myself. 
Question—Was that all that was said 
about it? 
Answer—Yes ; we then went to make ar­ 
rangements about getting a Coroner to hold 
an inquest. 
Questiou—Could either of the feet be seen 
when you first discovered Hallen there ? 
Answer—No, for they were covered with 
the blanket and also had a coat thrown over 
them, and so remained until removed by the 
Coioner ; I am satisfied the quilt was put 
over him after he was killed : Beveridge told 
my hired man to go and take all the cooking 
tools and the grub from Hallen’s cabin anil 
fetch it home, but as I had nothing to do I 
went and did it myself; this was on the 
morning after the corpse was taken away ; I 
burned the things which I have mentioned, 
and carried the rest to my house. 
j. L. zuver, 
The next witness, testified that he is abutclier, 
in employ of Mr. Odell, and purchased 508 
sheep from Mr. Beveridge last fall. He said; 
When we picked them out Mr. Beveridge 
said I could have any sheep in his flock that 
was his, but that he sold no sheep only what 
was his own. We found one or two that was 
not his brand, and put them out over the 
fence. I didn’t take any not iiis brand. Hal­ 
len was helping select a while, but he did not 
select to suit, and I said I did not want him, 
and he was sent away some where else. 
H. 1). Meiss was next called ; Lives on an 
an adjoining ranch to Mr. Monsch, about a 
mile away; known Beveridge about ten or 
twelve years. I was there when Zuver got 
about 500 sheep from Beveridge last fall, aud 
helped pick them out. Nothing was said 
about not getting any but Beveridge’s sheep, 
and I did not look for any marks in selecting; 
the only thing we were to do was to pick out 
the best ones. Hallen did cot pick out any 
sheep only what the butcher and myself 
pointed out to him. I heard nothing about 
his being sent away, and he remained there 
all the forenoon. 
ISABELLE S. MONSCH 
Testified that she is the wife of Martin 
Monsch and niece of defendant Beveridge. 
Her testimony corroborated that of her hus­ 
band’s in reference to the whereabouts and 
movements ot Beveridge for sqveral days 
prior to the murder at that time.- She said 
when Mr. Beveridge returned Friday night 
lie said he had had a terrible walk ; could 
neither find v'hai lie nor the sheep, but after­ 
wards found the sheep, but wasairaid Charlie 
was out sick upon the plains. She said : i 
asked if his blanket was there at the cabin, 
and he said he thought it was on the bed ; 
that be felt the toot of the bed and thought 
it was there. She said when he returned tie 
next morning, alter going to his cabin, he 
said to his wile : “ I have found him ; he is 
layiiig dead iu the bed, and I am afraid 
something is wrong.” 
Her fur.her testimony was mostly a re­ 
hearsal of that already gfi-'en by other wit­ 
nesses, as to the facts connected with the in­ 
quest investigation. She also deecr.bed the 
several guns and pistols owned at their house 
by Mr. Beveridge and her husband, and the 
places they are kept, and said none of them 
were out of the house about this time. She 
would have known it if the}’ had been, as she 
a-as constantly iu the room where they are 
kept.

After the conclusion of Mrs. Monsch’s tes­ 
timony, Francis Michen, U. S. Wilbur, Geo. 
Mack" P. Bryduig, George Taverner, J . F. 
Miller, David Fisher and Thomas Taverner 
were called and examined in support of the 
character of defendant- Beveridge, and at 5 
o’clock the Court adjourned till 11) o'clock 
to-day.
